LONDON,  (UPI)  — Commun- 
ist leaders  have  proposed  that  So- 
viet Premier  Nikita  S.  Khrush- 
chev meet  Red  Chinese  leader 
Mao  Tze-Tung  in  a face-to-face 
challenge  oh  the  Moscow-Peking 
ideological  dispute,  iron  curtain 
sources  said  Monday. 

THE  MOVE,  initiated  by  lead- 
ing Communists  from  satellites 
and  from  parties  outside  the  Red 
bloc,  apparently  has  produced  no 
concrete  results  thus  far. 

British  experts  said  they  antici- 
pate failure  of  the  effort  because 
of  the  strong  personal  antagon- 
ism between  the  two  world  Com- 
munist leaders. 

MAO  IN  particular  was  known 
to  harbor  strong  personal  feel- 
ings against  Khrushchev  because 
he  resents  the  Russian’s  leader- 
ship of  international  Commun- 
ism. 

Nevertheless,  the  mediation 
move  was  understood  to  be  going 
ahead,  with  pressures  on  the 
Kremlin  and  Peking  to  end  the 
feud,  said  to  be  endangering  the 
unity  of  Communist  parties 
worldwide. 

PEKING  HAS  directed  its  at- 
tacks specifically  against  Khrush- 
chev in  the  campaign  against  the 
Soviet  line. 

At  one  stage,  it  called  for  the 
removal  of  the  Kremlin  leader- 
ship, presumably  meaning  Khru- 
shchev himself,  on  grounds  that 
he  was  unfit  to  run  the  party  and 
control  international  Commun- 
ism. 

MAO  AND  Khrushchev  met  on 
several  occasions  during  the  Mos- 
cow-Peking honeymoon  and  ag- 
ain when  relations  became  strain-

SAIGON,  SOUTH  VIET  NAM, 
(UPD— The  Rev.  Cao  Van  Luan, 
whose  dismissal  touched  off  stu- 
dent-faculty demonstrations  ag- 
ainst the  deposed  Diem  regime 
last  August,  i-eturned  Monday  to 
his  post  as  Rector  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  University  at  Hue. 

FATHER  LUAN  was  reinstated 
by  the  military  Junta  which  over- 
threw the  government  of  Presi- 
dent Ngo  Dinh  Diem  10  days  ago. 

He  had  been  dismissed  Aug.  17 
by  the  Education  Ministry.  While 
the  government  gave  no  reason 
for  the  action,  it  was  reported  re- 
liably at  the  time  that  Diem’s  bro- 
ther, Archbishop  Ngo  Dinh  Thuc, 
felt  Father  Luan  was  too  “liber- 
al” and  had  introduced  too  many 
“socialistic”  ideas  into  the  curric- 
ulum. 

FATHER  LUAN  was  popular 
with  students  and  faculty.  His 
dismissal  touched  off  protest 
demonstrations  by  about  500  stu- 
dents. Also  in  protest,  47  faculty 
members  resigned.

The  ASBYU  Senate  rati- 
fied Monday  the  studentbody  bud- 
get with  the  amendment  that  the 
Executive  Council  consider  res- 
toring the  funds  to  the  Interna 
tional  Relations  Club  that  were 
cut  during  the  summer. 

THIS  CAME  after  the  ASBYU 
Supreme  Court  refused  to  con- 
sider a writ  of  mandamus  that 
would  compel  Finance  Vice-pre.si- 
dent  Bob  Parson  to  present  the 
budget  to  the  Senate.  They  did 
this  because  the  budget  had  been 
so  presented  at  one  of  the  first 
meetings  of  the  year. 

Executive  repiesentative  of  the 
Senate  Vince  Breglio,  explained 
the  Executive  Council  was  cur- 
rently refusing  studentbody 
funds  to  any  organization, 

ALSO  PRESENTED,  by  coui> 
tesy  of  the  Senators  after  the 
Senate  had  adjourned,  was  a rec- 
cbmendation  from  senior  Will 
Dublin  that  the  Senate  investi- 
gate conditions  in  the  McDonald 
Health  Center  that  cause  long 
waits  for  attention.  “We’re  going 
to  lose  a student  and  the  Univer- 
sity is  going  to  get  sued,”  he 
said.

THE  HORNED  FROGS  will  go 
into  Austin  aching  to  pull  an  up- 
set like  they  did  inT961.  That  was 
the  year  Texas  was  riding  high- 
undefeated,  untied,  and  unwor- 
ried. Texas  Christian  hadn’t  teen 
winning  too  many  but  weren’t 
worried  about  it  and  knocked 
over  Texas  6-0  and  moved  them 
out  of  the  number  one  spot.

Relics  Of  Animal  Life  Forms  Of  Past 


Math  Club  Meet

at  3 p.m.  in  255  Eyring  Science 
Center  at  the  monthly  Math  Club 
meeting.  Mr.  Stephens  will  speak 
on  Boolean  Algebra,  and  the  Gol- 
den Section  in  the  Aerospace 
Age.

Any  student  who  has  paused 
long  enough  in  the  Eyring  Sci- 
ence Center  to  see  the  showcase 
displays  has  come  in  contact 
with  the  science  of  paleontology. 

This  is  the  study  of  animal  and 
vegetable  life  forms  of  past  geol- 
ogical ages  as  they  are  found  in 
fossil  forms. 

PALEONTOLOGY  is  not  a syn- 
onym for  archeology.  This  was 
quickly  pointed  out  by  James  A. 
Jensen,  BYU  Geology  Curator. 

Mr.  Jensen,  who  is  responsible 
for  the  displays  in  the  Science 
Center,  says  most  people  are  con- 
fused about  this. 

Archeology  and  anthropology 
deal  with  the  remain.s  of  man  and 
his  cultures  and  arts  while  pale- 
ontology is  concerned  with  plant 
and  animal  life  existing  before 


man. 

TO  ILLUSTRATE  the  problem, 
Mr.  Jensen  referred  to  newspa- 
per clippings  sent  to  him  by  his 
sons  serving  on  missions  in  Fin- 
land and  France. 

The  articles  were  about  the  ex- 
pedition he  led  to  Hell  Creek, 
Mont.,  which  unearthed  the 
world’s  largest  dinosaur  skull. 
Though  Mr.  Jensen  could  not 
completely  translate  the  reports, 
he  could  recognize  “archeology” 
instead  of  paleontology. 

Mr.  Jensen  started  getting  let- 
ters.
